The race for the Republican presidential 
nomination is deeply unsettled with an 
an 3 Thing-can-happen feel six weeks before 
lowans start the state-by-state process of 
choosing a GOP challenger for President 
Obama. 

Hoping to sway the many voters who 
are still undecided, most of the contenders 
visited the state in the past week and the 
pace of campaigning is certain to accelerate

gamut. Languishing far behind were Rick 
Perry and Michele Bachmann, who at one 
point enjoyed huge bursts of support.

Romney, the former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor, is hoping that social conservatives

Police Move to Tune Out Public 



There’s an App for That 

One iPhone app, Scanner 911, offers on its website 
the chance to “listen in while police, fire and EMS crews 
work day & night." Apple’s iTunes’ store advertises sev- 
eral similar apps. One promises to keep users abreast 
of crime in their communities. Though iPhones don’t di- 
rectly pick up police signals, users can listen to nearly 
real-time audio from police dispatch channels through 
streaming services, said Matthew Blaze, director of 
the Distributed Systems Laboratory at the University of Pennsylvania and a re- 
searcher of security and privacy in computing and communications systems, (ap) 


More departments 
encrypt radio chatter 
in bid for privacy 

Washington 

Police departments across the coun- 
try are working to shield their radio 
communications from the public as 
cheap, user-friendly technology has 
made it easy for anyone to use hand- 
held devices to keep tabs on officers 
responding to crimes. 

The practice of encryption has 
grown more common from Florida 
to New York and west to Califor- 
nia, with law enforcement officials 
saying they want to keep criminals 
from using officers’ internal chat- 
ter to evade them. But journalists 
and neighborhood watchdogs say 
open communications ensure that 
the public receives information that 
can be vital to its safety. 

D.C. police moved to join the 
trend this fall after what Chief 
Cathy Lanier said were several 
incidents involving criminals and 
smartphones. Carj ackers operat- 
ing on Capitol Hill were believed 


to have been listening to communi- 
cations because they were captured 
only once police stopped broadcast- 
ing over the radio, she said. 

“Whereas listeners used to be 
tied to stationary scanners, new 
technology has allowed people to 
listen to police communications 
on a smartphone from an3rwhere,” 
Lanier testified at a D.C. Council 
committee hearing this month. 

The transition has put police 
departments at odds with the news 
media, who say their newsgath- 
ering is impeded when they can’t 
use scanners to monitor develop- 
ing crimes and disasters. Journal- 


ists and scanner hobbyists argue 
that police departments already 
have the capability to communi- 
cate securely and should be able to 
adjust to the times without revert- 
ing to full encryption. And they say 
alert scanner listeners have even 
helped police solve crimes. 

“If the police need to share sen- 
sitive information among them- 
selves, they know how to do it,” Phil 
Metlin, news director of WTTG- 
TV, in Washington, said at the 
council hearing. “Special encrypt- 
ed channels have been around for 
a long time; so have cellphones.”

This Notice informs the public that the Public Service Commission of the District of Columbia 
(“Commission”) seeks input on the rate application submitted by the Potomac Electric Power Company 
(“Pepco”) requesting authority to increase existing distribution service rates and charges for electric 
service in the District of Columbia. Pepco proposes a revenue requirement increase of $42.1 million. Pepco 
is the sole distributor of electric power to homes and businesses in the District; hence the Commission will 
set Pepco’s distribution service rates in this rate case and not the cost of electricity itself. 

• Pepco requests authority to earn an 8.64% Rate of Return, including a Return on Equity of 10.75%. 
Per the PSC’s decision in Formal Case No. 1076, rendered in March 2010, Pepco’s current allowed 
Rate of Return is 8.01%, including a Return on Equity of 9.625%. 

• Pepco proposes a Reliability Investment Recovery Mechanism (“RIM”) surcharge that would provide 
for annual rate adjustments to recover the reliability related costs of certain investments in Pepco’s 
distribution system. 

• Pepco seeks cost recovery for its investments in Advanced Metering Infrastructure (“AMI”). 

• Pepco proposes to recover incremental customer care expenses relating to initiatives that Pepco 
is undertaking to enhance customer service. Pepco states that this initiative includes four major 
components; personnel, telecommunication infrastructure (hardware and software), storm 
readiness, and customer education/market research. 

• Pepco’s proposals would add about $5.00 to the monthly bill for the typical residential customer and 
increase the minimum monthly customer charge from $6.65 per month to $10.40 for the standard 
(R) class and from $6.65 to $12.39 for the All-Electric residential (AE) class.

Officers in Pepper Spray

in February. The military took over 
the country, promising a swift tran- 
sition to civilian rule. But the pro- 
testers who led the uprising have 
grown angry with the ruling gen- 
erals and suspect they are trying 
to cling to power. 


The military-backed Cabinet 
said in a statement that elections 
set to begin on Nov. 28 would take 
place on time and thanked the 
police for their “restraint,” lan- 
guage that is likely to enrage the 
protesters even more. 

“We’re not going anywhere,” 
protester Mohammed Radwan said 
after security forces tried to push 


the crowds out of Tahrir. 

Street battles continued into 
the night. The clashes were some 
of the worst since the uprising 
ended Feb. 11.

Cancer Risk Hazy in Fukushima 


Fukushima, Japan 

Even if the worst nuclear accident 
in 25 years leads to many people 
developing cancer, we may never 
find out. Looking back on those 
early days of radiation horror, that 
may sound implausible. 

But the ordinary rate of cancer 
is so high, and our understanding 
of the effects of radiation so limit- 
ed, that any increase in cases from 
the Fukushima nuclear plant disas- 
ter may be undetectable. 

Several experts inside and out- 
side Japan told The Associated 
Press that cancers caused by radi- 
ation may be too few to show up in 
large population studies, like the 
30-year survey of 2 million people 


Backstory 

Japan recently announced it 

plans to study the health risks of the 
low-dose radiation from the March 11 
disaster-crippled Fukushima nucle- 
ar plant. Officials estimate it leaked 
about one-sixth as much radiation 
as Chernobyl did in 1986. Still, Ja- 
pan’s Cabinet this month endorsed 
a plan to halve contamination levels 
within the next two years, (ap) 


under way in Fukushima. 

That could mean thousands of 
cancers under the radar in a study 
of millions of people, or it could be 
virtually none. Some of the dozen 
experts interviewed said they 


believe radiation doses most Jap- 
anese people have gotten fall in a 
“low-dose” range, where the effect 
on cancer remains unclear. 

The cancer risk may be absent, 
or too small to detect, said Dr. Fred 
Mettler, a radiologist who led a 
study of health effects from the 
1986 Chernobyl disaster. 

That’s partly because cancer is 
one of the top killers in industrial- 
ized nations. Odds are high that if 
you live long enough, you will die 
of cancer. The average lifetime can- 
cer risk is about 40 percent. 

Japanese officials say mental 
health problems caused by exces- 
sive fear of radiation are prevalent 
and posing a bigger problem than 
actual risk of cancer, (ap)

Md. county caLLs plan 
to rebuild trail for 
Purple Line too pricey 

Bethesda 

The Montgomery County Planning 
Board asked Maryland transit offi- 
cials Thursday to consider moving 
a Bethesda station for a future Pur- 
ple Line to try to better accommo- 
date a popular biking and running 
trail in a tunnel beneath Wiscon- 
sin Avenue. 

Board members said the state’s 
latest estimate that it would cost 
$40.5 million to rebuild the trail 
inside the tunnel would make it 
too expensive. However, they said 
they didn’t want to pursue a far less 
expensive plan to rebuild the trail 
along local streets through crowd- 
ed downtown Bethesda unless they 
had exhausted other possibilities 
for keeping it in the tunnel. 

The board asked the Mary- 
land Transit Administration to 
report back to the county council 
on the costs, risks and impacts of 
two options for keeping the trail 
alone inside the tunnel beneath 
Wisconsin and two office build- 
ings on either side. 

One proposal would build the 
Bethesda light-rail station for the 
16 -mile Purple Line just east of the 
tunnel, perhaps using county land 
at Elm Street Park. Another would 
build it in the tunnel but east of 
Wisconsin, sparing the most prob- 
lematic of the two office buildings 
on the western side. 

The state would have to buy and 
tear down the Air Rights build- 
ing on the east side of Wisconsin 
but could recoup some of the cost 
by redeveloping the land, board 
members said. 


Backstory 

County officials have long said 
they intended for the trail— the 
Georgetown Branch extension of 
the Capital Crescent Trail— to be 
rebuilt inside the tunnel as part of 
the state’s $1.93B Purple Line proj- 
ect. The trail’s costs would be the 
county’s responsibility. Federal 
transit officials considering the 
light-rail project for federal funding 
recently approved it for preliminary 
engineering. MTA officials told the 
county last month that they had dis- 
covered that keeping the trail in the 
tight confines of the tunnel would 
cause costs to jump from an esti- 
mated $65Mto aboutSlOOM. (twp) 


Maryland transit planners have 
said they want to run street-level 
Purple Line trains in the tunnel 
to provide a direct connection, via 
elevators, to Bethesda’s Red Line 
Metrorail station below. 

“This is a decision of real sig- 
nificance,” said Francoise Carrier, 
chairman of the Planning Board. 
“Representations have been made 
about how the trail would be treat- 
ed, and now it turns out to be very 
difficult and expensive.” 

If moving the Bethesda station 
proves too costly or difficult, board 
members said, a county work group 
should study ways to protect walk- 
ers and cyclists if the trail must be 
rerouted onto local streets, kather-

Personal Finance 

Retailers expect nearly half of 
all shoppers to make at least one 
online purchase this holiday sea- 
son and more than a third to use 
the Internet to compare prices or 
research products. 

But those who wouldn’t think of 
leaving their wallet or purse unat- 
tended while in a brick-and-mortar 
store are often far less careful when 
searching for bargains on the Web. 
Whether you’re using a computer 
or a smartphone, before you enter 
your credit card information, make 
sure you’re shopping safely. 

Passwords 

Strong passwords are the first line 
of defense against hackers, but most 
people don’t go the extra mile. If 
your password contains a simple 
combination like “abcl 235 ” or word 
like “password” or something simi- 
larly easy, you’re at risk — and you’re 
not alone. Cybersecurity company 
Imperva examined 32 million pass- 
words exposed in a breach last year 
and found that the most commonly 
used password was “123456,” fol- 
lowed by “12345” 

A strong password should 
include at least five letters, num- 
bers and punctuation marks. It’s 
best to avoid using your address, 
birth date, phone number or your 
pet’s name when creating a pass- 
word. And it’s not safe to use the 


same one for multiple sites or devic- 
es. One place to test the strength of 
a password is Microsoft’s password 
checker at Bit.ly/fvaesw. 

Padlocks 

Before placing an online order, 
look for a padlock symbol or 
“https” in the address line on 
your browser. That indicates that 
the website uses technology that 
encrypts your data. 

It’s especially important to 
check the security of a site if you’ve 
never shopped there before, or if it’s 
not a widely known merchant. 

Phishing 

If you receive an email that appears 
to be from a store you’ve shopped 
at, or your bank or credit card 
company, be wary about clicking 
on any links it contains. The link 
could lead you to a mocked-up 
site that looks official but is really 
aiming to get you to provide infor- 
mation that can be used to access 
your accounts. More details on 
this scam, known as “phishing,” 
can be found at Antiphishing.org 
and Onguardonline.gov. 

Banks and credit card compa- 
nies never send emails asking for 
updates on account or personal 
information. If you receive some- 
thing that appears to be a phishing 
email, report it to the Internet Crime 
Complaint Center at Ic3.gov. 

Personal assistance 

Online retailers frequently offer 
shoppers the option of chatting 
“live” with a customer service rep- 
resentative, but that little pop-up 



window could be a hacker looking 
to steal financial information. 

Never place an order or enter an 
account number in a live chat. If 
you realize you’ve given up infor- 
mation in this manner, contact your 
bank or card company as soon as 
possible. 

Prepaid cards 

If you’re concerned about identi- 
ty theft, it might be worthwhile 
to purchase a prepaid card to use 
online instead of a credit or debit 
card. These reloadable cards may 
be used just like credit and debit 
cards, but spending is limited to 
the amount loaded onto them. 
Designating a prepaid card to 
use online can protect your iden- 
tity and your holiday budget.

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Deficit Panel at a Loss 


Lacking consensus 
over a path to $1.2T 
in cuts, lawmakers 
say failure is likely 

Washington 

A special deficit-reduction supercom- 
mittee appears likely to admit failure 
on Monday, unable or unwilling to 
compromise on a mix of spending cuts 
and tax increases required to meet its 
assignment of saving taxpayers at least 
$1.2 trillion over the coming decade. 

The panel is sputtering to a close 
after two months of talks in which 
they were never able to get close to 
bridging a fundamental divide over 
how much to raise taxes to address a 
budget deficit that forced the govern- 
ment to borrow 36 cents of every dol- 
lar it spent last year. 

Members of the bipartisan panel, 
formed during the summer crisis over 
raising the government’s borrowing 
limit, spent their time on Sunday in 
testy performances on television talk 
shows, blaming each other for the 
impasse. 

Most of the lawmakers spoke of 
their efforts in the past tense and said 
it would take something akin to a mir- 
acle to reach a deal, which unofficial- 
ly must be unveiled before midnight 
Monday to meet the panel’s parlia- 
mentary rules. 

The lawmakers, six Democrats and 
six Republicans, had been tasked with 
finding the savings from future borrow- 
ing by the Treasury — or else a punitive 
set of $1.2 trillion in automatic spend- 
ing cuts would kick in at the start of 
2013, with half coming from nation- 
al security budgets. Those automatic 
cuts should be enough to assuage jit- 
tery financial markets, which have been 
on a roller-coaster ride since the sum- 
mer’s debt standoff in the United States 
and the struggle to tame even greater 
fiscal quagmires in Europe. 

Aides said any remaining talks had 
broken off.

“There is one sticking divide, and 
that’s the issue of what I call shared sac- 
rifice,” said panel co-chair Sen. Patty 
Murray, D-Wash., on CNN’s “State of 
the Union.” 

“The wealthiest Americans, who 
earn over a million a year, have to 
share, too. And that line in the sand, 
we haven’t seen Republicans willing 
to cross yet,” she said. 

Republicans said Democrats’ 
demands on taxes were simply too 


great and weren’t accompanied by large 
enough proposals to curb the explosive 
growth of so-called entitlement pro- 
grams like Medicare and Medicaid. 

“If you look at the Democrats’ posi- 
tion, it was. We have to raise taxes. 
We have to pass this jobs bill, which 
is another almost half-trillion dol- 
lars. And we’re not excited about enti- 
tlement reform,”’ countered Republi- 
can Sen. Jon Kyi of Arizona on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” 


What if They Fail? 

Failure by the panel would trigger about $1 trillion over nine years in automatic across-the 
board spending cuts to a wide range of domestic programs and the Pentagon budget, starting 
in 2013, according to the Congressional Budget Office. This action, called a “sequester," would 
also generate $169 billion in savings from lower interest costs on the national debt. The panel’s 
failure also would set up a fight within a battle-weary, dysfunctional Congress over renewing a 
2 percentage point payroll tax cut and jobless benefits averaging about $300 a week for the 
long-term unemployed, both of which are set to expire at the end of the year. Both proposals are 
part of President Obama’s $447 billion jobs plan, (ap) 



Over the past couple of weeks, the 
two sides have made a variety of offers 
and counter-offers, starting with a 
more-than $3 trillion plan from Dem- 
ocrats that would have increased tax 
revenues by $1.3 trillion in exchange 
for further cuts in agency budgets, a 
change in the measure used to calcu- 
late cost-of-living increases for Social 
Security beneficiaries, and curbs on the 
growth of Medicare and Medicaid. 

The panel faces a Wednesday dead- 
line. Under the committee’s rules, any 
plan would have to be unveiled Mon- 
day to allow time for drafting and 
assessing by the Congressional Bud- 
get Office, but it appeared that Mur- 
ray and co-chair Rep. Jeb Hensarling 
of Texas would instead issue a state- 
ment declaring the panel’s work at a 
close, aides said. 

“Put a bow on it. It’s done,” said an 
aide to a supercommittee Republican.

Conference’s powers

College Football 

The latest AP college football poll 
gives a new meaning to the term 
“all-SEC.” The Southeastern Con- 
ference is the second league to have 
the top three spots in the rankings 
all to itself. 

No. 1 LSU held the top spot for 
the ninth-straight week in Sun- 
day’s rankings, and after a weekend 
when three other top-five teams 
lost, Alabama moved up a spot to 
No. 2 and Arkansas jumped three 
places to No. 3.

Booze Clues 


Buttered Rumble 

A recent excursion to P.O.V., the 
W Hotel’s penthouse lounge and ter- 
race, reacquainted nne with the charnns 
of hot buttered runn (and earnnuffs, but 
only because it’s really cold up there). 
Bartender Joe Annbrose’s hot apple 
buttered rum is to die 
for; it’s also $15, so I 
decided to experiment 
with making my own. 

It turns out that hot 
buttered rum takes 
awhile because un- 
less you want the 
drink to be greasy, you 
have to “fatwash” it — clarify the but- 
ter. First, melt it on the stove. I used a 
whole stick (because I have no sense 
of restraint), which serves about five 
people. Pour a pint of rum into a plas- 
tic, glass or stainless steel vessel, and 
add the hot butter and French vanilla 
seeds (or a little vanilla extract). Stick 
it all in the fridge and leave it for about 
20 hours. Move the mix to the freezer 
for 20 minutes, remove and strain out 
the butter pieces. 

Now you have buttered rum! But 
don’t just drink it straight. Take about 
4 ounces of hot tea (English Breakfast 
or Earl Grey work well here) and add 
2 ounces of the buttered rum, with 
sugar and nutmeg to taste. 

If this sounds like too much work, 
though, I know a place that’ll sell you 
one for $15.

instantiy became best friends. Since 
then, Frankel estimates, they’ve 
spent “probably 80 percent of our 
lives in the same room.”
